That is why influenza is a delight to the 
dogtors. It scares the patient out of & year’s 
gro and he runs forthwith to a physi- 
ciau™ The latter, being wise in his genera- 
tion, prescribes some simple remedy to allay 
the fever, ana, knowing that his patient is in 
no manner of danger, keeps him on the 
string a week or so. Then he collects his 
fee and says nothing. All of the doctors 
seen yesterday by Tun TrisuNe reporter 
were in à perfectiv complacent mood over 
the prospect of an epidemic. They contem- 


plated the approach of the scourge without 


a qualm. 

Dr. G. Frank Lydston, who has paid some 
alten uon to the disease, said: I have en- 
countered isolated cases of influenza, in a 
mild form, nearly every year. It is met in 
certain localities at various periods, particu- 
larly in changeable weather—like the pres- 
ent, for example. It resembles hay-fever 
somewhat. The disease now epidemic 
in Europe is undoubtedly a severer 
form of the same complaint. No one knows 
exactly the nature of the disease, for, though 
we areforced toconclude that it resuits 
from a germ prevalent in the air, no one has 
as yetsucceeded in isolatingthis germ. Like 
hav-fever, too, influenza has been made the 
subject for aboutas many theories as there 
have beeninvestigators. Evidently the germ 


doesn't multiply in the human system, for it 


is only slightly contagicusif at all. There 
have-been two important epidemics in recent 
medical history. The first started in China, 
whence it spread over Russia and thence 
through Europe. This was about 1830. 
Two years later the epidemic reached the 
United States, but it lasted only a short time 
and was not widespread. A second epidemic 
started in Russia five or six years later and 
ran pretty well over Europe, but didn’t 
reagh America. There have been several 
minor epidemics since.“ 
NOT A PRECURSOR OF CHOLERA. 

„May the influenza be fairly regarded as a 
precursor of cholera?”’ 

No, that is a popular fallacy. Here is 
what the Medical Record says on that subject 
in a recent number: 

“There have been a number of cholera epidem- 
ics without a preceding epidemic of influenza, 
and there have been large numbers of epidemics 
of influenza without following epidemics of chol- 
era. The germs of the disease are totally dif- 
ferent and their apparent relation is probably a 
coincidence. The habitat of the cholera germ is 
the soil and water, while, so far as is known, the 
germ of the influenza, though not as yet isolated, 
exists in the atmosphere. It is probable, more- 
over, that the entrance of the cholera germ into 
the human system is by means of the digestive 
tract, while that of the influenza is through the 
respiratory organs. 

As for treatment,” said Dr. Lydston, 
“there is no absolute specific, so far as I 
know. The disease may be palliated in a 
number of ways. Perhaps the remedies of 
Dr. Albert Robin of Paris, given in Tue 
TRIBUNE’S cable dispatches of Sunday, are 
as good as any.“ 

Dr. Robin prescribed as “classic” reme- 
dies sulphate of quinine or bromohydrate of 
quinine, but recently a physician ot Baccarat 
has strongly urged the use of tannin. * Per- 
sonally Dr. Robin recommendid a prescrip- 
tion containing sulphate of quinine, tannin, 
and opium—the latter being the most valua- 
ble in relieving the pains which are felt ail 
over the body. 

Dr. M. R. Brown reported that he had ob- 
served an abnormal number of cases of sore 
throat, especially on the North Side, in view 
of which fact he considered the field ripe for 


‘an epidemic of influenzain Chicago. 


„% fhe conditions here are not wholly un- 
like those in Russia, whence me present epi- 
demic appears to haye spread,” said Dr. 
Brown. There, as here, mere is a great 
deal of chronic catarrh; the weather is 
changeable and the altitude low. In addi- 
tion, the Russians are unspeakably dirty in 
their personal habits, and I dare say this 
fact, added to their chronic predilections to 
catarrhal affections, may account for the 
frequency of the influenza epidemics in the 
Czar’s country.“ Dr. Brown also scouted the 
notion that tnere was any affinity between 
influenza and cholera. 

TO ISOLATE THE INFLUENZA GERM. 

Dr. Edwin J. Koh, looding at the matter 
from a purely scientific point.of view, was 
disposed to be glad that tne epidemic had ob- 
tained a hold in Berlin. The German Cap- 
ital,” ne said, is the center of knowledge 
of the germ theory, and there is ground for 
reasonable hope that before the present epi- 
demic subsides some Berliu scientist may 
succeed in isolating the influenza germ. 
That would be a valuable contribution to 
medical science; for thus far no one bas 
been able to distinguish this microbe. Con- 
sequently no one has been able to combat the 
disease. As matters now stand there is no 
such thing as an efficacious quarantine 
against an epidemic, and the diagnosis in 180 
dated cases is a matter of uncertainty.” 

Dr. Baxter Howe had a notion that the in- 
fluenza in human beings was analogous to 
the epizodtic in horses. He didn’t take much 
stock in the germ theory, but was for local 
treatment with medicated sprays. The epi- 
zootic theory was scouted by a number of 
other doctors, though some, including the 
Commissioner of Health and Dr. Prussing, 
thought there might be something in it, 

Thus when the influenza finally comes to 
Chicago—and it is bound to come—it will be 
met by a varied, if not remarkably exact, 
array of medical learning. Against this op- 
position the chances are that it will con 
tinue quietiy at work and leave the doctors 
to figure out the why and wherefore at their 
leisure. That is a way the influenza nas ac- 
quired in the last 500 or 600 years of its ex- 
istence It began business in the fourteenth 
century—in 1323, to be exact—and claimed 
among its earliest victims the sedate and 
learned Dan Chaucer. Three years later it 
returned to the attack and then retired from 
view for nearly 100 years. In the winter of 
1410.11 it pranced merrily through the se- 
lectest court circles of Europe, then took a 
recess for three years, to appear for the last 
time in the fifteenth century in 1414. 

A CENTURY OF THE EPIDEMIC. | 

The sixteenth century was a century of in- 
fluenza in Europe. In 1510, 1557, 1562, 1574, 
1580, and 1593 it held all the court cards and 
took what tricks it pleased. In 1658 it re- 
newed hostilities, ana again in 1669, 1675, 
and 1603. Tue last century in Europe was 
two parts in influenza and the rest in war. 
The former had its Own way in 1708, 1712, 
1729, 1732, 1733, 1742, 1743, 1761, 1762, and 1775. 
The present century dawned under à pul- 
monary cloud. There was an influenza epi- 
demic in 1800, and others in 1803, 1831. 1833, 
1837, 1843, and 1847. From the last-named 
date until 1889 there was a hiatus. The indi- 
cations are that the present epidemic will 
reach over into 1890, and thus add two years 
to its list. 

All of this time, though the doctors haven’t 
been able to restrain the raids of influenza, 
they have tried to get even with the disease 
and uphold the honor of their profession by 
having recourse to the most frightful re- 
prisals in the way of terminology. The 
name influenza is simply an etymological 
compromise. It is nothing more or less than 
Italian for “infivence,” and so simply begs 
the question. But look at some of these 
terms of endearment which the doctors fling 
at the enemy:

With Aching Feet and Weary Back She 
Stands All Day at a Counter and Sells 
Handkerchiefs and Muofflers—All Sorts 
and Kiads of Humanity Waited on and 
Supplied with More or Less Valuable 
Apparel. 

AST Saturday morn- 
ing I stood in a line 
as long as the one 
that scrambled for 
tickets for the opera 
season; but the places 
in this one were not 
heid by aristocratic 
messenger boys in 
natty regimentals for 
the millionaires of 
Chicago. It reached 
from the second floor, 
center, of „The 
Fair,“ away out into 
a rainy day on State 
street. It was the lower hundred waiting in 
bedraggied silence and patience for the ap- 
pearance of one man, who was abie to pro- 


nounce the open sesame to independence or 


a little extra Christmas money, which was 
all that most of them expected or wished to 
earn. 

When that gentleman appeared the long 
line melted away like butter on a pile of 
buckwheat cakes. It took him about one 
second to send an applicant away happy or 
miserable. He gave me one sweeping, com- 
prebensive giance. 

Ever clerk before?” 

sé No.” 

„We want experienced clerks while the 
rush is on. You'd be swamped the first 
day.“ 

He was just about to wave me aside as in- 
eligible for the position of clerk at The 
Fair,” when I mentioned my recommenda- 
tions. 

„„O. well, I guess you're smart enough to 
learn. Come in Monday at 8.” 

That was easier said than done. It involved 
getting up at a heathenish hour, bolting a 
breaktast, and rushing for a train. In the

residence part of the city the only signs of 
lite were the milk earts and the housemaids 
out scrubbing tne front steps. Down at 
“The Fair,“ Dearborn street and the alley, 
delivery wagons were being loaded for the 
morning trip. Hundreds of empiovés were 
waiting for the doors to open, chatting, 
laughing, dripping with moisture, every girl 
of them with a deadly lunch disguised in va- 
rious-shaped packages.

| HOW TO GOVERN IRELAND. 


MR. PARNELL SPEAKS TWICE AT NOT- 
_ TINGHAM TO LARGE CROWDS, 


Arguments in Behalf of Home Rule and in 

Defense of the Land League— Balfour's 

‘ Political Mixturé One That Irishmen 

Could Not Swallow—Faith in Mr. Glad- 

stone—Query as to Whether Robert 

Browning Was a Jew—General Foreiga 
News. 80 


LONDON, Dec. 17.—Mr. Parpeil arrived at 
Nottingham today. He was met at the sta- 
tion by a great crowd and greeted with 
mingled groans and cheers. 

Mr. Parneil addressed a large meeting this 
afternoon. He deciared that there never had 
been a movement of such magnitude to the 
country, which was so comparatively free 
from crime, as the Land-League movement. 
The object of the home-rule movement, he 
said, was to regenerate Ireland, especially 
with regard to her industrial condition. 

Continuing, Mr. Parnell said that manu- 
factures might be developed to such an ex- 
tent as to take the strain off the iand and en- 
able the people to look to other means than 
farming for gaining a living, but the idea 
Was not tenable that Ireland could be 
governed by Eagland's promoting her in- 
dustries. Irishmen themselves must promote 
Irish industries by building harbors, clearing 
out the channels of rivers, and reciaiming 
waste lands—not at the expense of the En- 
glish exchequer but of the Irish exchequer, 
or, best of all, through the efforts of local 
and individual enterprise and with private 
capital. Mr. Balfour’s plan of making rail- 
ways through impoverished districts was a 
vain expenditure of money. Home rule aimed 
at national regeneration and this im- 
plied the regeneration of the industries 
and the industrial and commercial spirit of 
the people. If home rule were granted it 
would not discourage the rich people of En- 
gland from promoting industrial aevelop- 
ments, but the money would be judiciousiy 
and advantageously empioyed instead of be- 
ing wasted, as now, to maintain in powera 
Government of fraud and trickery. Expend- 
iture of that sort would enable Ireland to get 
and to keep her head above water and so 
exercise and develop the qualities of her peo- 
ple that she would be no longer an exbibi- 
tion for the wonder and scorn of the nations 
of the world. [Cheers.] 

Briefly referring to the Parnell Commis- 
sion the speaker said that he believed the 
Judges’ report would not discredit the na- 
tuonal movement. 

Mr. Parnell devoted the speech he made 
topightto the Tenants’ League. He said 
this was by far the greatest and most pow- 
erful peaceable movement ever organized in 
Ireland or any other country. Although Ire- 
land was tranquil she was not appeased. Sne 
did not sabmit. On the contrary, the peo- 
ple’s dislike of the Government was tenfold 
more intense for the experiences of three 
years of coercion. But the country, though 
it did not vield, was tranquil because ot the 
faith it had in the assurances of Mr. Glad- 
stone that a triumphant Liberal party would 
soon give it its legitimute freedom. 

Mr. Parnell would not say that it would be 
impossible to govern Ireland by mere coer- 
cion, but Balfour’s mixture of coercion and 
constitutionalism would never succeed. Mr. 
Balfour had made several mistakes; among 
these was that he had neglected to provide 
for arrears of rent and for the restitution of 
evicted tenants. This had lea to the forma- 
tion of an agrarian movement which would 
sweep Balfour and his props away as chaff is 
swept before the whirlwind. 

If the Government had nothing to be 
ashamed of its connection with the Times 
dountiess it would gratify curiosity by mak- 
ing known the trutb about that matter. The 
country wanted to know how far the 
ernment had gone in a course so mean and 
so thoroughly contrary to the English spirit 
as to attack men from ambush and by the 
use of such disreputable instruments. He 
knew the letters were forgeries, but he 
would rather have died than have accepted 
the vindication the Government offered him. 
The Parnell Commission, instead of trying 
the personal indictment, had tried the Irish 
nation and the movements of the Irish party. 

Mr. Parneli declares that all the taik about 
a Protestant minority being animated by a 
spirit of hostility to an Irish Pariiament and 
opposing it, or Cathulics opbressing Protest- 
ants, is fallacious. He further declares that 
the modified home rule as proposed by Mr. 
Gladstone is preferable to Grattan’s scheme, 
which contained several elements of friction. 


WAS BROWNING A JEW? 


That Is a Question Now Being Discussed 
in London Literary Circles.

LONDON, Dec. 17.—One of that large class 
of persons in England who have nothing to 
do but write to the newspapers asks the 
question. Was Browning a Jew?” The 
Pall Mall Gazette shoulders the burden and 
says the question was submitted by one of 
the best-known literary men and who was 
on terms of close acquaintanceship with 
Browning for ferty years. Pali Mall adds: 
For a score of years and more it has been 
stated with no little persistonce, and circum- 
stantial evidence, such as it is, has been 
brought to bear out the statement In the 
first place the fact that his uncle occupied a 
position of considerabie importance at Roths- 
child’s is looked upon as prima-facie evi- 
dence, as in those days the elder Rothschild 
preferred to give positions of exceptional 
trust to menof his own faith. Again, the 
Ctristjan, or rather the first name of Brown- 
ing's facher was Reuben, while his mother’s 
name was Sariana, both of them cognomens 
of undoubted Jewish origin, while the name 
of Brüning is said to be not uncommon 
among Jews. Again. one of the favorite 
tovics of the poet was an Israelitisb character, 
as will be readily recalled by all students of 
his work. On the other hand, Dr. Furnival 
has declared Robert Browning’s family to be 
of Dorsetshire origin.“

He Virtually Compelled the Cronin 
Jurors to Compromise. 


ELEVEN MEN RULED BY ONE. 


All Efforts Were Unavailing to Induce 
Him to Change His Mind, 


NONE TO HANG WAS HIS MOTTO, 


The Jury Accept the Inevitable and Save 
a Disazreement. 


CLAN;NA-GAEL STORY OF THE CONTRACT. 
: % 


From a juror in the Cronin trial, who spoke 
freely yesterday of the proceedings in the 
jury-room, mucn of the difficuities that beset 
the members of the jury in reaching a ver- 
dict was revealed. * 

This juror said substantially as follows: 
“Friday afternoon when we entered the 
jury-room after the charge we took a vote. 
Eleven stood for conviction and one for ac 
quittal. The vote was repeated on four sub- 
sequent ballots. We asked for the dissen- 
tient. After some time the tweifth man de- 


clared himself. He was the minority of one. 
“He said he would never vote to convict 


Beggs. He went over the evidence against 
Beggs. He declared it immaterial and in- 
sufficient. Other ballots were taken. Eleven 
stood for conviction and one for acquittal of 
the four, five stood for the couvicuon of 
Beggs and seven for nis acquittal.” 

Tuis was a victory for the “twelfth man,“ 
and he rejoiced over it. 

About 10 o’clock Saturday night, as already 
stated in Tue TRIBUNE, the jury agreed to ac- 
quit Beggs in the hope that ene three princi- 
pals on trial should be hanged. 
twelfth man again resisted. 

He voted in favor of the conviction of 
Burke, O'Sullivan, Cougblin, and Kunze. He 
wanted to give the latter eighteen years. 
Jurors Bontecou and Marlor objected. They 
wanted Kunze set free and declared O’Suili- 
van less guilty than Beggs. 

The twelfta man stood out for Beggs. The 
other eleven agreed to acquit him at 10 
o'clock Saturday night. The twelfth man 
then voted for the conviction of Coughlin, 
O’Sullivan, Burke, and Kunze. 

The question of the sentence was deferred 
until Sunday. After the twelfth man had 
attended to his devotions for the day the 
jury began to discuss the sentence. The 
twelfth man wanted the punishment of 
O’Sullivan, Burke, and Coughlin fixea at 
fourteen years. 

Juror Pierson protested. He wanted three 
of them hanged. He said Beggs ought to be 
hanged also, and Kunze ought to be giv 
fourteen years. 

The twelfth man objected. He held out all 
day Sunday for fourteen years for the three 
principals. Jurors Marlor, Waiker, Bonte- 
cou, and Pierson said they would prefer a 
disagreement to such a verdict. Monday 
morning the twelfth man agreed to the life 
seatence for the three. Pierson then wanted 
Beggs sentenced to fourteen years and Kunze 
set at liverty. : 

The tweifth man howled and threatened to 
go back to his old position. 


A VERDICT AFTER MUCH TRIBULATION. 


Finally an agreement was reached at 12 
o’clock Monday. ' 

Before the evidence for the defense was 
presented the twelfth man used to telt the 
jurors that Forrest would show that the 
blood found in the Carison cottage was the 
blood of a dog.

“Tue Trisune,”’ added the juror, told 
the truth aboyt the scenes in the jury-room 
Sunday.

The juror who told the story as given 
above visited the State’s Attorney at his res- 
idence yesterday morning and acquainted 
him with all che circumstances, 

The State’s Attorney sdid yesterday: “I 
am convinced tnat an attempt was made to 
tamper with tae jury. Let me tell you a cir- 
cumstance, with names and facts to corre- 
spond. Soon after Jtror Dix was succepted 
he found a letter in his overcoat pocket—an 
inside one—telling him that if he would pur- 
sue a certain course his wife would be vaid 
$1,000. The letter contained a ‘necktie, If 
he should wear that necktie in the court 
room it would be taken as a guarantee that 
the offer was accepted and half the money 
would be paid over to his wife. Dix, like 
the honest man that he is, as soon as he 
found the letter in his overcoat pocket 
turned it over to us. 

We made investigation and came to the 
copclusion that it was put into his pocket by 
some of the men held over during the night 
and were afterward excused for cause or 
peremptorily.”’

EXPLAINING THAT ICE CONTRAOT, 


O’Suallivan’s Friends Trying te Lay the

the Cronin murderers yesterday has in it at 
least the elements of novelty even if those of 
truth be lacking.

The 
great point made by O’Sullivan im his 
defense was that this contract had 
been openly made with Dr. Cronin, 
that its publicity had been assured by 
his taking with him Justice Mahoney of, 
Lake View, and also that he communicated 
the terms of the contract to his emplovés 
and to the members of the Whelan hbouse- 
hold. The prosecution held that this public- 
ity was intended asa blind and quoted the 
expenses incurred by O'Sullivan prior to the 
year 1889 asa proof of the absurdity of this 
contract, saying that his reason for making 
known to his immediate neighbors the exist-, 
ence of the contract was to cover up the ne- 
farious design for which the contract was 
really intended. | 

Upon the rendering of the verdict commit- 
ting O'Sullivan to life imprisonment bis 
friends have bestirred themselves to renewed 
activity. They claim that an ex-policeman 
called at the County Jail yesterday morning 
and that the following conversation toon 
place between him F. O’Sulivan: 

* Pat, if you were given thirty days in jail 
and asked to plead guilty would you do it?” 

„No; 1 will serve my life sentence before

Gov. Mellette Gives the Results of His Re- 
dont Tour of Investigation. 4 
Pierre, S. D., May 17.—[Special.]—Gov. 


Mellette returned today trom an extended 


trip through Sully, Faulk, Potter, and Spink 
Counties. Interviewed on the condition of 
the settlers he visited, he said: “I find 
things not so bad as I feared, and not so good 
as 1 hoped. There are two centers 
to the dry district, Miner Coun- 
ty in the south and Feulk County 
in tho north. Excepting a large crop iu West 
Faulk there was an almost total failure of 
crops in these counties and in portions of the 
adjacent counties, There arg many cases of 
absolute destitution, and there would have 
been suffering but for the prompt assistance 
furnished from all other parts of the State and 
adjoining States. The counties are thorough- 
hy organized for the distribution of supplies. 
The chief need now is for food, feed, and 
rain. Clothing is coming in splendidly. 
o articles most needed are flour, meat, and 
corn. The winter is bound to be short, and 
With the present organization to make their 
needs known our people will not suffer. 
Without fuel, and seed in the spring, how- 
ever, they will Still be absolutely 
heipiess. Goods should be consigned to 
the Relief Committee or station agent. 
The railroad companies furnish free trans- 
portation to ali supplies. Greatly exaggerat- 
ed reports of our condition are being circu- 
lated in the Eastern papers. The purpose of 
these is not to obtain reuef, but to hinder 
immigration.

JOHN C. ENO’S LOSSES IN SPECULATION 


Suit Against Brokers Who, He Says) Didu't 
Act in Good Faith. 

New York. Dec. 17.+~[Special.]— Before 
John C. Eno took up his residence in Canada 
he lost about $2,225,000. Some of this money 
was his own, but some of it belonged to the 
Second National Bank, of which he was 
President. Among the brokers through 
whom be conducted his dealings was the 
firm of Seymour, Baker & Co. He frequently 
left his orders at the up-town office of the 
firm in the Albemarle Hotel that was under 
the charge of a clerk named William H. M. 
Sanger, while at other times he saw Mr. 
Seymour. in person. The result of 
his speculations with this _ firm 
alone was 11 loss of $350,000. 
Since his departure Mr. Eno claims to have 
discovered that the transactions in which he 
lost his money were never made in good 
| faith. He then assigned his claim against 
the: firm to Arthur Dyett, another broker 
through whom he had lost money, and a sult 
was brought by the assignee against Mr. 
Seymour and his partners to recover about 
$450,500, the amount of Eno’s losses ana of 
the commissions he had paid, with interest 
from 1884 On the trial today Counselor An- 
thony R. Dyett and Col. Robert G. Ingersoll 
appeared for the plaintiff. They wereopposed 
by Jossph H. Choate, Treadwell Clevelang, 
and Ed. Hamilton Cahill, Mr. Seymour's 20. 
torneys. The greater portion of une day was 
devoted to the reading of depositions taken 
before trial. Eno was questioned in Canada. 
He declared that he personally knew nothing 
about the fraud alleged to have been perpe- 
trated by tne brokers. On cross-examina- 
tion he said he was free to do as he pleased, 
but he did not care to return to New York, 
as his children were being educated in Can- 
ada and ali his interests centered there, He 
declined to say how much money belonging 
to tne Second National Bank he had used in 
his speculations. The trial will last several 
days. 5 


NOTHING BUT DRIZZLE AND SLUSH, 
Those the Prevailing Characteristics of 
New York City at Present. 

New Yop, Dec. 17,—[Speciai.]—Drizzie 
and slush were the prevailing characteristics 
of this city so far as meteorological condi- 
tions were concerned today. Belated way- 
farers going home about 4 o’clock this morn- 
ing noticed that the air was rather colder 
and that the thaw water was not dripping 
from piazzas, awnings, and elevated railroad 
track as freely as in the earlier hours of the 
night. But anticipations of a change were 
dissolved some two hours later by the 
advent of a drizzle. Much of the snow 
vanished, it is true, but the stain on 
the reputation of the people who 
should have cleaned the streets only turned 
adarker hue.

Mrs. Maria B. Nell, 78. years of age, is the 
central figure in an interesting complication 
that bids fair to give the -tocal courts busi- 
ness aad lawyers handsome fees. Sue late- 
ly acquired notoriety as the victim of P. F. 
Pratt, the absconding official of the First 
National Bank of Anoka, for $40,000. She 
came to Minnesota in 1849 with her first hus- 
band, Lyman C. Dayton. Mr. Dayton died in 
1865, leaving his wife and son, Lyman C, 
Dayton, as sole heirs of an estate worth up- 
ward of $1,000, 000. 

The trouble between the mother and son 
began about twelve years ago. Mrs. Dayton 
was secretly married in 1873 to a young man 
named Nell, who had been in Mrs. Dayton’s 
employ as driver. The queer union was kept 
a secret until 1878, five years after the wed- 
ding. After ber marriage Mrs. Neli cor- 
veyed the property in West Minneapolis to 
Mrs. Mary Dayton. Lyman C. Dayton’s wife. 
At that time, so Mr. Dayton has claimed, 
Mrs. Neil’s marriage was unknown. She 
signed the name of Maria B. aay ton to the 
instrument. Subsequently Mrs. Nell brought 
suit ko have the cOnveyance set aside on tue 
ground that she deeded the property because 
she was afraid of the violence of her son. 
The land was soid by administrators’ sale in 
1866 for $1,000, L. C. Dayton purchasing it. It 
is now worth 200 times that amount. The 
suit was favorable to Mrs. Nell. Now the 
oid lady is in a fair way to lose all the prop- 
erty, as the time of redemptson expired Sat- 
urday night, and ker complication with 
Pratt prevented her redeeming it for wantof 
money. Her son, knowing this, took ad- 
vantage of the situation and secured an or- 
der from the court at midnight sad is now in 
possession. The old lady has got to fight her 
son in court to retain her fortune.

THE NORTH DAKOTA BRIBERY 
CHARGES TO BE VENTILATED. 


Newspapers Throughout the State Calling 
on the Ex-Senatorial Candidate to 
Make Good His Allegations—Interest- 
ing Times Ahead—Gov. Toole of Mon- 
tans Issues a Message and Solidifies 
the Deadiock—Col. Brice and the Ohio 
Democrats—Other Politieal News. 


Bismarck, N. D., Dec. 17.—[Special.]—The 
report that ex- Gov. Ordway would proceed 
to Washington to procure documentary evi- 
dence to refute the charge of oribery against 
him 1s confirmed by a private message from 
him. He will not let the matter rest without 
answer, as his enemies have claimed, but will 
file an answer and return to fight. He has 
declared his intention to be a factor in the 
United States Senatorial fight next 
year, and he will leave nothing un- 
done to defeat his opponents. This 
feeling is reciprocal, and those who are 
opposed to him and who support Senator La- 
moure in bis charges of bribery and corrup- 
tion declare that they will permit him to 
have nothing to say in political management 
if they can prevent it. 

The interesting feature of the situation 
now is the unbroken silence of M. N. John 
son, the Scandinavian candidate for the 
United States Senate, who ciaims to have re- 
fused a $10,000 Consulsnip and $25,000 in 
cash, offered him by one of the factions pre- 
sumably for the votes of his friends during 
the contest, The press of the State is now 
making a call on Johnson to give the name of 
the man who made the offer. It begins to 
look as though he will be forced to give the 
name of the man who made the offer, in 
which case the whole political camp will be 
in a turmoil. 

The Prohibitory bill, which has filled the 
city with W. C. T. U. lobbyists and Iiquor- 
men, was given a lively whirlin the Senate 
today, and, although the Prohibitionists 
have a majority, they fall far short of the 
two-thirds vote which they had in the House 
and which is necessary to place it in effect 
before July 1. Several amendments have al- 
ready been made. This necessitates seuding 
it back to the House, where the amendments 
will meet with a cool reception. 

The House committee has reported favor- 
ably the memorial to Congress asking for a 
grant of 5 per cent of the vaiue of lands here- 
tofore disposed of by the General Govern- 
ment for scaool purposes. 

The bill appropriating money for tne erec- 
tion of an agricultural college at Fargo, 
whico has already passed the Senate, and 
for which Congress has appropriated $15,000 
annually, was today reported. upon by the 
House committee, and wili come up for final 
passage tomorrow. 

A bill forbidding the sale of cigarettes to 
minors. under 16 years of age has been intro- 
duced. 

The bili regulating the leasing of school 
lands was passed by the House. It is esti- 
mated that under this bill $150,000 will be 
realized this year for the public schools. 

EX-GOV. ORDWAY CONTRADICTED. 

Yankton, S. D., Dec. 17.—[{Special. }|—Ex- 
Gov. Ordway’s statement that he was exon- 
erated by a grand jury in this city of charges 
preferred against him several years ago is 
not in accordance with the facts. The rec- 
ords of the United States Court at Yankton 
show that the grand jury brought an indict- 
ment against Nehennah G. Ordgray, that he 
was duly arraigned, and through his counsel 
moved to set aside the proceedings on the 
ground that a Territoriai Governor, under the 
laws of the United States, could not be tried 
for alieged crimes, but must be subjected to 
impeachment. The court sustained the mo- 
tion, and this is how he was exonerated by 
the grand jury. 


MONTANA DEADLOCK UNBROKEN, 


Gov. Toole’s Message Destroys All Hope of 
a Compromise on Senators. 

Hetena, Mont., Dec. 17.—{Special.|—Goyw. 
Toole sent his message to the Senate an 
Democratic House today. In the former body 
it was read and committed to the care of the 
Cierk until the Senate was organized. In 
the latter body a Special Committee on Gov- 
ernor’s Message was appointed, with instruc- 
tions to divide the business among the proper 
committees. 

The points of general interest in the mes- 
sage are those treating on the Registration 
and Election laws and the dual Houses of the 
Legislature. The Governor recommends that 
the Registration law be so amended as not to 
include the country districts in the Austra- 
lian Election law. He proposes that, instead 
of all the names being printed on one ticket, 
each party ‘have separate tickets. 

Referring to the duai Houses, the Governor 
says: It is to be regretted that a body is in 
session wrongfully assuming to be the House 
of Representatives in the place designated 
by the Auditor and ignoring the proclama- 
tion issued by the Governor. I call upon 
these recaicitrant members to stand nut upon 
a matter of punctilio in the face of such 
threatening danger to the State, but to join 
with tneir colleagues in the transaction of 
the public business. Let us hope that your 
wisdom may provide a speedy and satis- 
factory solution of the pending difficulties.”’ 

Tonight the deadlock, owing to there being 
two Houses, seems as far from settiement as 
ever. The Democrats in the Senate refuse 
to proceed with the organization of that body 
until the Republicans come into the House, 
thus preventing the Legislatures going into 
joint session and electing Senators. The Re- 
publicans talk tonight as though they intend- 
ed to deciare the Senate organized, which 
will go into joint session with the Repubhcan 
House ana elect two Republican Senators, 
The Democratic Senators will then go into 
the Democratic House and also elect two Sen- 
ators, and thus leave the settlement with the 
United States Senate. Leading Republicaus 
express great displeasure at the Governor 
for recognizing the Democratic House before 
the Silver Bow cases have been settled, and 
declare that they propose to fight from this 
vut. Talk of compromise ceased with me 
reading of the message. 


MR. BRICE REFUSES TO COME DOWN. 


A Hitch tn the Contest for the Lieutenant 
Governorship of Ohio. p 

Cotumavs, O., Dec. 17.—[Special.]—When 
it was decided some weeks ago to contest the 
elecuon of Mr. Lampson as Lieutenant Goy- 
ernor Chairman James E. Neal of the Demo- 
cratic State Executive Committee went to 
Col. Calvin 8. Brice aad requested financial 
assistance. it was evident that it would re- 
quire several thousand doilars to make the 
contest, as to present the evidence to the 
General Assembly it would be necessary to 
employ competent attorneys and take deposi- 
tions in various parts of the State. In re- 
sponse to Chairman Neal’s request Col. Brice 
agreed to furnish money sufficient to make 
the contest. Within the last few days the 
committee has needed money with which to 
carry forward the proceedings. Treasurer 
Sarber informed all concerned there was 
not a cent in bis keeping, as the campaign 
fund was long since exhausted. It then de- 
veloped that Brice had not paid the amount 
subscribed by him. When he was requested 
to come to time with the money he emphat- 
ically refused todo so. It is understood by 
information gained from reliable sources 
that he claims his refusal is based on the fact 
that those prominentiy engaged in the con- 
test are opposed to him for the Seuate. 

Brice is said to fear that in the event of 
Mr. Marquis being successful and a Demo- 
cratic Lieutenant Governor thus insured, 
Gov. Campbell might be a Senatorial candi- 
date himself, and knock the pins from under 
Brice. Consequently Mr. Brice does not 
want to pave tne way for Mr. Campbell to 
the Senate by assisting the Marquis contest. 
What action will de taken to raise money 
with which to conduct the proceedings is 
not known. N

DEATH OF DR. CHARLES H. NICHOLS, 


The Well Known Superintendent of the 
Bloomingdale Asylum Passes Away.

Superintendent of the Bloomingdale 
Asylum in this’ city, who has been connected 
with institutions for the care of the insane for 
more than half a eentury, died of disease of the 
liver Monday night at his residence in the asy- 
lum grounds.

He was born in the Village of Vassaiboro, Me., in 
1820. He began his work of ministering to the 
insane under Dr. Amariah Brigham in the State 
asylum at Utica, N. V., where he was chosen 
medical assistant in 1847.

Hospital. He was present at the battle of Bull 
Run, and was nearly captured while attending 
to the wounded. He was on Gen. McDowell's 
staff. Dr. Nichols again became Superintendent 
of the Bloomingdale Asylum in 1877 and has since 
remained there.

It is not a pleasant 
thought that fifty millions of fnee-born peo- 
ple must succumb to this epidemic and pre- 
pare to sneeze and snivel, nor is it at. all 
creditable to the aforesaid doctors that they 
have not long ago discovered the particular 
microbe that works such havoc with the mu- 
cous membrane and annihilated him. Since, 
however, he has set his course westward he 
may now be expected any day, and he will 
have to be accepted with such grace as can 
be musteréd. Fortunately he is not hkely to 
become permanently domiciled. He will 
spend a few days here aud then leave, like the 
locust, for fresh pastures; but while he re- 
mains both Prairie avenue and Canal street, 
the Lake-Shore drive quarter and the Levee 
will vie with each other in the universality 
and thoroughness of sneeze and snivel. 


THE VERDICT IN THE CRONIN CASE. 

It will probably be admitted in the course 
of time that the verdictin the Cronin case, 
though the result of a compromise, and 
though unsatisfactory to a large class in the 
community, will in the long run accomplish 
about as much as one which would have 
hanged three or four men. This is irre- 
spective of the fact that it was the best that 
could be had—that it was that or a disagree- 
ment, which probably meant that in the 
course of time the defendants would have 
gotten off with no punishment whatever, 

If the jury had decided on hanging the 
case would have been fought before the Su- 
preme Court witb more zeal than will now be 
displayed. Of course the statements of the 
lawyers for the defense that the record 
swarms with error are not to be implicitly 
believed, nor are those of the prosecution 
that it is free from it. It 1s probable there 
are some errors, enough to justify a highly 
technical court in its own eyes for ordering 
a new trial and giving the men a new chance 
for their lives. This was not done with the 
Anarchists, where the Judges cast to the wind 
some of the quirks and quibbles which they 
or their predecessors had resorted to for the 
relief of criminals. But that decision was 
unconsciously influenced by the pressure of 
public opinion. No such strong feeling ex- 
iste now, and it is quite among the possibili- 
ties that che Supreme Court would have or- 
dered a new trial had Coughlin et al. been 
given a death sentence. The present verdict 
is much less likely to be set aside. 

As far as the punishment of the murderers 
is concerned many will think it insufficient. 
And yet, after all, hanging méans some days 
of unpleasant waiting and a few seconds of 
pain. Life imprisonment in the penitentiary 
is a continuing punishment, endured for 
weeks and months and years, perhaps till 
one gets gray and withered. Whatman who 
really hated another would kill him if he 
could subject him to the monotonous misery 
of a modern prison? 

As for the effect on others—the deterrent 
influences—it can be said with justice that 
there is nothing in a sentence of imprison- 
ment for life, with the chances eleven to one 
in favor of the gallows, to encourage mem- 
bers of the Clan-na-Gael or any other secret 
society to try, convict, and murder men be- 
cause they have been British spies”’ or for 
any other offense. Itis a warning that in 
spite of precautions, and of all the assistance 
in men and money which a secret socity may 
render, there is a great likelihood of detec- 
tion and punishment. 

The trial has given publicity to the meth- 
ods of the Clan-na-Gael and has disrupted 
the organization. It has broken it into two 
camps, each warring on the other. It has 
taught Irishmen that when they contribute 
money for criminal dynamite purposes they 
can never be sure that it is not expended in 
a much more innocent manner; that it goes 
for houses, and clothes, and diamonds for 
the triangle rather than for dynamite and re- 
volvers. It has made “skirmishing funds” 
unpopular. 

The trial has helped to awaken the moral 
sense of Americans to the wrong which they 
have committed in permitting an organiza- 
tion to exist which openly avowed that it 
Was conducting a warfare not tolerated by 
the laws of war against a nation with which 
this country was at peace. The crimes of 
the Clan-na-Gael were viewed with indiffer- 
ence while committed in England, but when 
they took place in this ccuntry it became ap- 
parent that there had been altogether too 
much toleration shown. Therefore it may be 
said that, on the whole, as much good will be 
accomplished by ths compromise verdict 
forced by Juror Culver as if he had been the 
one to yield and had let the majority have its 
way. ‘ 

THE SOUTHERN RACE PROBLEM. 

Four Southern Senators have already in- 
troduced bills looking to the solution of the 
race problem in that section and having for 
their basis the emigration of tue negro from 
the cotton States. Some of them are condition- 
al in character, the others ask for the uppro- 
priation of money or the securing of terri- 
tory, but all of them have in view the thin- 
ning outof the negroes from the congested 
districts. As we expected would be the 
case the Southern press dissents from the 
principle involved in these bills, and declares 

them premature. The sentiments expressed 
by the Nashville American may be taken as a 
fair sample of the general line of comment. 
It says that the negro has no wish to leave 
the South and that the Southern peo- 
ple are not ready to part with him, 
though it flatiy contradicts itself j 
the same article by the declaration 


will be likely to go en masse. It further says 
that the emigration of negroes from the 
South suddenly and in large numbers would 
be attended with a derangement of industrial 
conditions in those sections how wholly de- 
pendent upon American labor from which it 
would require a long time to recover,” and 
that the confusion and alarm among cotton 
and sugar planters caused by the occasional 
emigration of large bodies of negroes from 
one State to another may give some idea of 
the violent protest which would go up from 
the South against any effort to transfer the 
negro to another country.” 

While condemning negro emigration nei- 
ther the American nor any Other Southern 
newspaper has any better proposition or any 
suggestion of any kind to make for thé so- 
lution of the problem. Evidentiy they would 
be content to have the necro remain as he is 
in the South and to. enjoy the fruits of his 
labor, but at the same time refusing him any 
of his civil mghts and many of his social, ed- 
ucational, and industrial privileges in those 
parts of that section where he menaces the 
success of the Democratic party by his over- 
whelming numbers. This, however, is clear- 
ly impossible. The negro cannot be expected 
to accept the tender of the South at the cost 
of bis.disfranchisement, nor can any honest, 
law abiding Nationai Administraton look on 
with complacency and see the law of the 
country nullified. There must be a bettle- 
ment of the queston. It cannot be allowed 
to drift along as it is doing, for that involves 
the negro’s disfranchisement, industriai con- 
ditions not far removed from those of slavery, 
and a future full of danger. The Southern 


papers themselves acknowledge that in the 
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| cotton States it is impossible for the two 
races to live together without perpetual fric- 
tion and the danger of violence and blood- 
shed, and yet when it is proposed to thin the 
negroes out so that these dangers will no 
longer exist they protest they must not go. 
Evidently, then, they would have them re- 
main and settle the problem by keeping the 
negro in an inferior and brutalized condi- 
uon. As this cannot be allowed, what better 
remedy is there than the emigration of the 
négro in sufficient numbers to secure fair 
treatment for those who remain and to re- 
move the menace of black domination? The 
Southera Senators are near the root of the 
matter, and their schemes deserve to be 
carefully ang thoughtfully considered. 


“ NATURAL RIGHTS” AND “LIBERTY OF 
CONSCIENCE.” 
A few days ago a Brooklyn doctor, em- 


ployed by the Society for the Pre ven tion of 
Cruelty to Children of that city, found a little 
girl, the daughter of a Swede named Larsen, 
who was suffering from diphtheria, but had 
no medical care. He prescribed some medi- 
cines, but the father would not allow them 
to be given, He said that God, who gave 
this child its sickness, knew His own busi- 
ness best. If He meant the other one should 
be attacked, it would be; if not, it would es- 
cape. 

This man was a member of a faith-cure 
ciety, one of the articles of whose religious 
creed is that all forms of disease are sent by 
God for His own wise purposes, to chasten, 
admonish, or guide. This belief is an old 
one, long ante-dating the Christian religion. 
Those who cling to it today have Bible texts 
which they are ready to quote in support of 
their position. They look on the giving of 
medicine as flying in the face of God and at- 
tempting to thwart His plans. Yet in spite 
of tne “natural rights of parents, and of 
“liberty of conscience,” this man Larsen was 
arrested for violating the health laws by re- 
fusing to allow his sick child to be treated, 
was tried, found guilty, and in a few days 
will be sentenced. The punishment is a 
yesr’s imprisonment, $500 fine, or both. All 
this because he disregarded the law of man 
and strove to follow what ne believed to be 
the law of God. 

In addition to this a number of the mem- 
bers of the faith-cure congregation were ar- 
rested at their meeting-house because they 
had endangered the public health by having 
gone there from a place infected with dipn- 
theria without taking precautions against 
the spread of contagion. It is an article 
of religious belief with them that there can 
be nothing of the kind, yet the State, be- 
cause it thought otherwise, broke up their 
religious services and locked them up. All 
this goes to prove that there 98 a limit to 
“liberty of conscience” and similar glitter 
ing generalities which people occasionlly fall 
back on when they have no other excuse for 
their misdeeds. There is liberty of con- 
science, but it is the State that fixes its limits 
at what it finds its own safety requires. That 
is the primary consideration. Regard for 
the health of the community makes the State 
insist on compulsory vaccination and the 
adopuon of precautions against epidemics, 
though it may clash with the cherished faith 
of devout religionists. Regard for the moral 
health of the community makes Congress 
pass laws against polygamy, an article of the 
Mormon religious creed. Regard for the 
preservation of the community makes the 
State extort taxes from a Friend to be used 
in carrying on that sinful business called 
war. The rule that governs the case was 
tersely laid down by Cromwell: “I meddle 
with ho man’s conscience, but if by liberty 
of conscience you mean thus and so, I tell 
you plainly it shall not be.“ 

Some unthinking persons have of late been 
abusing the compulsory education laws of 
this and other. States because, they say, 
they violate the natural rights“ of parents 
and liberty of conscience,“ in that they do 
not allow a foreigner to deprive his child of 
knowledge of the language of the country ot 
which he isto be acitizen, of its laws, cus- 
toms, and ideas. The State says such a cit- 
izen would be a danger to the community; 
and as it will not let the father deprive its 
child of medicine so it will not. allow him to 
deprive it of the schooling needed to make it 
a good citizen. The Compulsory Education 
law is enacted by the community, after ma- 
ture consideration, for its own protection, 
and is therefore right.

BRICE AND THE OHIO SENATORSHIP. 
Such old-line Ohio Democrats as Justice 
Martin, H. J. Booth, and A. W. Thurman 
have started a movement to Oppose the elec- 
tion of Cal Brice to the Senate, and intend to 
hold meetings in leading cities of the State 
and give the rank and file of the party an op- 
portunity to protest against electing another 
Millionaire Senator on account of boodle 
only. These meetings are to be held the 
week before the Legislature convenes, and 
it is claimed the popular Democratic protests 
will be so emphatic that they will tingle in 
the ears of the local statesmen even after 
they get ti Columbus ana within sight of the 
doodle certain to be displayed there, The 
present would seem to be an excellent pppor- 
tunity for the Ohio Democrats to declare 
whether the methods by which the coal-oil 
crowd bougbta seat in the Senate for old 
man Payne are to be continued or not. Brice 
is not know” as a man of any ability or ex- 
perience fitting him for public life. He is 
not a parliamentarian or an orator equipped 
to defend his party and its doctrines in‘the 
Senate, nor would his opinion on any na- 
tional or political question be regarded as 
carrying any unusual weight. Brice is 
known simply as a successful New York 
stock jobber, who, by building up, tearing 
down, and reorganizing corporations, has 
a large fortune in a few years. 
any men suddenly enriched by means 
C ‘striking oil,” working bonanza mines, 
or building Government aided railroads, 
Brice now wants a Senatorship. He feels 


| himself qualified for membership in the 


House of Lords, and, looking 
about him, finds that bids are open 
for the Democratic Senatorship from 
Ohio. Payne, for whom the seat was 
bought four years ago, is now nearly 
80, and has determined to retire from pablic 
life as well as from further service us the at- 
torney of the Standard Oil monopoly. Brice's 
friends think him peculiarly fitted for this 
vacancy, and are apparently willing and able 
to perform for him the same service which 
the Standard Oil boodlers dia for Payne. 
The circumstance that Mr. Brice has been 
a resident of New York for many years does 
not seem to be regarded as debarring him 
from the OhioSenatorship. Millionaires who 
desire to get into the Senat@are now ciaim- 
ing the right to represent any State where a 
Senatorship can be had, whether they reside 
in such State.or not. This, however, is a 
matter open to question, since the Constitu- 
tion says no person shall be a Senator 
“who shall not when elected be an in- 
habitant of that State for which he shall be 
chosen.“ The term “inhabitant” is used in 
opposition to “sojourner’”’ and has a stricter 
meaning than the title “citizen.” It has 
been held in the courts that a citizen may 
not be an inhabitant although retaining his 
citizenship. Thus, although Mr. Brice has 
not lived or voted in Onio for eight years, he 
might possibly claim citizenship there, but 
still could not prove himseif an inhabitant. 
If he should go there now and remain until 
after the Senatorial election he would be a 
mere sojourner. There is a grave doubt

whether Brice is or can make himself eligibie 
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to the Senatorship, but ample 

lieve that whether considered an inhabitant 
or a sojourner he is the man certain Demo- 
cratic members of the Ohio Legislature most 
desire to see. 
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THE EIFFEL TOWER. 
The great tower, 1, 000 feet high, proves to 


have been one of the most successful feat- 


ures of the Paris Exposition. The whole of 
the money paia out for its erection has been 
returned to the shareholders, and the direct- 
ofs have in hand a clear surplus of about 
$300,000 after paying all the costs attending 
its exhibition. As a mere curiosity it will 
probably pay current expenses for many 
years to come, and be a boon to the poor of 
the city, as one-tenth part of the receipts are 
turped over to the poor fund. Now it is 
looming up as a valuable aid to scientific in- 
vestigation, with a possibility that its con- 
tributions in that direction will com- 
pare favorably with its pecuniary suc- 
cess. A series of meteorological obser- 
vations, extended through a period of 101 
days, shows that the velocity of the wind 
averages fully three times as great at the 
top of the tower as at a station situated 1,650 
feet away and 69 feet above the level of its 
base. No great storm occurred during the 
périod of observation, so that the maximum 


‘movement is not yet ascertained, but it is 


found that at the top there is always a fairly 
strong breeze, the ayerage daily velocity of 
which is 23 to 33 feet per second. It may be 
inferred from this that the air at a great dis- 
tance above ‘the surface of the earth is con- 
tinually in rapid motion, and that the süll- 
ness often experienced lower down is 
due to friction of the air waves against 
land or water, which has always a 
retarding effect. The influence of these su- 
perior movements in diffusing and distribut- 
ing noxious gases and vapors that have more 
gradually ascended from the surface must 
be of inestimable value, as undoubtedly to it 
is due the comparative freedom of man from 
contagion in, spite of his general disregard 
of sanitary conditions to an extent which 
wouid otherwise be suicidal. It is also legit- 
imate to infer that this air movement is a 
protection against injury from without by 
scattering and thus rendering innocuous the 
many masses of gaseous and metéoric matter 
which the scientists tell us enter the earth’s 
atmosphere each year from the regions of 
inter-planetary space. 

The anemometer is far from being the only 
instrument that has been made to take obser- 
vations at the top of the Eiffel Tower. Auto- 
matic registers of varying electrical intersity 
are already being compared, with the prom- 
ise of vaiuable results, and the spectroscope 
has told something of the difference in the 
apparent quality of the solar light which is 
caused by its passage through those atmos- 
pheric strata that are laden with dust and 
water vapor taken up from the surface. Itis 
probable that even more attention will be 
paid to these and kindred researches now 
that the rush of Exposition visitors is over, 
and it is not too much to hope thgt the con- 
sequence will be a material extension of our 
knowledge of the physics of our own globe, 
and perhaps of those of some other worids. 


THE BRAZILIAN COUP D’ETAT. 

The Rio Janeiro correspondent of the New 
York Times has contributed to that paper a 
long and exhaustive account of the fall of 
Dom Pedro and a statement of the causes 
which led to the establishment of the Brazil- 
ian Republic. It is the first logical and com- 
plete story of this extraordinary coup d’état 
which has yet appeared, and abounds in 
graphic and picturesque description of the 
events of the downfall of the dynasty. 

The causes which led up to this event are, 
however, the moss important feature of the 
correspondent’s narrative, and when they 
are considered in the aggregate it will only 
create a feeling of wonder that the revolu- 
tion did not occur sooner. The machinery 
of the Government was obsolete, and the 
weakness of the Emperor left it to be run by 
corrupt and scheming politicians who defied 
public sentiment. The provinces of the Em- 
pire were ina singular condition, for while 
they were without autonomy they exercised 
sovereign powers which belonged only 
to the nation, and even levied tariffs against 
each other for the purpose of controlling 
trade, so that the general development of the 
whole Empire was obstructed. The Premier 
and Prime Minister of the Treasury was a 
most audacious schemer, who surrounded 
himself with men who would not question 
his purposes and played upon the religious 
side of the Princess, who is a bigot. Upon 
the return of the Emperor from Europe he 
was found to be mentally weakened and in- 
capable of remedying the existing evils. 
The peopie thoroughly disliked the Princess 
and her husband was even more heartily 
despised. They had been ready for a revo- 
lution for some time, but when the Emperor’s 
condition became manifest and the scheming 
Prime Minister was preparing to send sev- 
eral regiments away in order to carry out his 
own purposes the leaders of the revolutionary 
movement determined to precipitate it at 
once and puta stable government in power. 
How it was accomplished the world knows. 

The Rio Janeiro steamer advices aiso bring 
much of interest concerning the revolution. 
The Rio News contains an article which con- 
firms the statements to which we have al- 
luded. It says: 


As for the causes. which have led to this sweep- 
ing and extraordinary revolution—this sudden 
collapse of an Empire which feared nothing one 
short week ugo—and this unexpected triumph of 
the republicans, who where so overwhelmingly 
defeated only ten weeks ago, a thorough review 
of Brazilian history since the organization of the 
Empire must be employed to determine their 
character and influeace. 

The whole history of the two reigns has been 
filled with petty contentions and the settlement 
of discontent through the distribution of imperal 
favors. Dom Pedro IL has been an exceptionally 
amiable and well meaning ruler, but his rule has 
lacked vigor and frankness. He has weakened 
the national character by the too frequent em- 
ployment of weak men to administer his govern- 
ment, men who preferred to postpone difficulties 
and shirk responsibilities ratner than take the 
risks of defeat. Desiring all for the good of his 
country, he has accomplished so little that Brazil 
today has nearly ali her great administrative 
and economic problems still to solve. The bane 
of temporizing in the face of an emergency has 
run through her whole political life, ana was 
the prime source of weakness when the crisis 
came. We cannot find the record of one public 
man who had a suggestion of vigorous resistance 
to offer. The Emperor has been surrounded all 
his life by sycophants and courtiers and tem- 
porizing advisers, but when the need of a true 
friend came, one with a clear head and strong 
hand. there was not one to be found. 


Dom Pedro was styled by Mr. Gladstone 
the model ruler of the “world. From what 
we pow know of him’ he appears to have 
been a very kindly disposed ruler, who loved 
his country and his people, but was not 
strong enough to be the master in his own 
housenold, even before his faculties were im- 
paired. The result was,in the language of 
the Times correspondent: 


Theoretically Brazil had a constitutional gov- 
ernment—a monarchy limited in its powers by 
an independent Legislatur and an untram meled 
judiciary—the executive power administered by 
a responsible Ministry, waich must be guided by 
a Council of State, constituted of life members 
chosen by the Emperor. But unn became nota 
well-balanced whole, with interdependent parts, 
the one a check upon the other, but a dangerous 
engine which a bold, unscrupulous Min istry, 
without an alert and vigorous sovereign, could 
wield at will for corrupt and wicked purposes. 


Under such circumstances, as we have 
said, it is only remarkable that the revolu- 
tion did not occur sooner. Now that it has 
come, and the transformation has been made, 
it remains to be seen whether the Brazilians 
have the qualities of self-government suffl- 
cient to maintain their new republic,

ure of the music, which requires for anything 
like an adequate presentation singers well 
schooled in the most florid style of vocalization, 
Such are not always to be obtained at the pres- 
ent day, and, in fact, the proportion of op 
eratico artists capable of sustaiming such 
roles as this opera contains is far. 
smaller in comparison with the entire 
number of tramed operatic vocalists than it wag 
fifty or even twenty-five years ago, and is stead. 
ity decreasing, owing to the greater demand for 
essentially dramatic artists. 

The first setting was one of extraordinary 
beauty. It represented & portion of the 
temple of Belus, in the ancient City 
of Babylon. Four enormous columns, 
two on either side, supported the roof, 
These were, like the walls, richly decorated ij, 
vivid colors, In the background stood an altar 
upon which burned the sacred fire. Upon the 
walls on either side of the altar were depicteg 
colossal human-headed, winged figures, such ag 
are frequently found at the present day in the 
ruins of Babylon. This scene, in its artistis 
treatment, was one of the miost 
thus far diplayed, and when the vast 
space was filled with priests, soldiery 
and people the combined effect was one 
of imposing splendor. The remaining 
were of almost equal excellence. The cast of 
the opera was as follows: Semiramide, Mme 
Adelina Patti; Arsace, Mme. Fabbri; Idveng, 
Sig. Vicini; Oroe, Sig. Castiemary; L'Ombra di 
Nino, Sig. De Vaschetti; Assur, Sig. Marcassa. 

Mme. Patti appeared to much better advantage 
in this opera than in any in which she has been 
heard during the season. The music requires 
so much less of the ability to deliver sustained 
melodic phrases with absolute purity of mtona- 
tion, and much more of mere vocal facility in the 
execution of florid orpamentation, than any 
opera in which she has been heard hitherto, that 
the effects of time and usage upon her vocal 
organs were considerably less perceptible than 
at any former appearance, Sustained melody 
affords an opportunity of judging of 
the quality of the tone production 
much more readily than do phrases filied with 
the rapid execution of intricate embellishmeats, 
such as those with which Rossii bas fairly over. 
loaded the principal rOles in his work. For this 
reason, even though muck of the music sounds 
tame to ears accustomed to the harmonic rich 
ness and dramatic power of the better class of 
modern works, it might be well for the manage- 
ment to repeat “Semiramide” before 
the close of the season if they would 
again display the abilities of their 
principal prima donna to the highest advantage, 
For her singmg of the cavatina with chorus, 
“Bel Raggio Lusinghier,” she secured an en- 
core, her first of the evening, sad repeated a por- 
tion of the number. At the close of the second 
act she was aecorcded two recalls, with Mme. 
Fabbri, who had ably supported der in the duo 
with which the act closes. Of the latter it may 
be said that she did her work with discretion, 
never permitting her powerful voice to obecure 
that of the soprano. In her solo numbers she 
was, though good, not always fully as sathifac. 
tory. As a whole, though, she gave an intelhgent 
rendition of the part of Arsace.

The recall of Minister Mutsu to Japan 
continues to cause comment in diplomatic 
circies. He is not going back home fora 
few months simply on account of his health. 
Mr. Mutsu has always been recognized as 
one of the liberal statesmen of Japan. 
years ago he was so liberal that he was 
sentinto exile on account of his political 
opinions. It was while in exilethat he trans- 
lated John Stuart Mill's works on political 
economy into Japanese. He has traveled ex- 
tensively, and has lived in Europe. Mr. 
Mutsu was accredited to the United States 
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been negotiating a commercial treaty with 
the United States which was in 
line with the progress:ve policy of 
Count Okuma in securing recog- 
nition from the so-called Christian 
pations that Japan was something more than 
a semi-civilized Power.

Not many of the Sen- 
ators now have the hardihood to tather one 
of these measures, but Mr. Hodnett used to 
live in Illinois and still has realtives there, 
so an Ilunois Senator could hardly refuse. 
Mr. Cullom prefaced the bill with a brief 
statement of its worth and asked it be 
referred to the Committee on Education. 
Two minutes afterward John Pope Hodnett 
was in Senator Cullom’s committee-room 
calling for a ream of Senate stationery. 
Said John Pope Hodnett to everybody who 
came in: “I nominate Senator Cullom for 
President in 1892 and 1 am going to write to 
my friends all over the country that he is the 
man. Give me some stamps. I’ve been hesi- 
tating between him and Dick Oglesby, but I 
am now for Cullom heart ana soul.“ 


Time was when Senator George Hearst of 
California did not bother with a valet. In 
the old mining days on the cost nobody 
thought it necessary to have his clothes 
brushed. But since coming to the Senate 
Mr. Hearst has fallen into the habits of his 
fellow-millionaires and has his clothes 
brushed by a valet. When the Senator re- 
tired last night at Welcker’s Hotel he threw 
his trousers carelessly over the back of a 
chair. It was pieasant music to the ears of 
Harry Redcliffe, a oright-skinned mulatto 
who has been acting in the capacity of valet 
to the California statesman for the last four 
years. So when his master was soundly 
snoring he quietly went through his nockets 
and relieved them of their burden. He then 
went out to see the town, and when Mr. 
Hearst arose this morning and started to 
count his money he didn’t have any to count. 
He called for his valet, but he couldn’t be 
found, and then he notified the police, De- 
tective Mahon arrested Redcliffe and found 
$208 of the $210 that had been stolen. He 
was locked up and the case will be heard to- 
morrow. 


Controller Matthews decided today to al- 
low the accounts of United States Marshal 
Needies of Oklahoma and the United States 
Commissioners appointed ry Judge Shackle- 
ford for duty in that Ierritory on the ground 
that the services they rendered were legal 
and proper. The accounts amount to $15,000 
or $20,000.. When they were first presented 
it was held that the Commissioners had been 
appointed by a District Judge who had no 
authority to make such appointment under 
the law, and an opinion to this effect was 
rendered by the Attorney General. This 
morning, however, Marshal Needles walked 
into the office of the First Controller and 
explained to him that these Commissioners 
had received prior appointments from the 
Circuit Judges of Texas, Kansas, and Ar- 
kansas, one of whom was Judge Brewer, 
lately 4 I a Justice of the Supreme 
Court. is, if true, would make their juris- 
diction complete, whether or not a District 
Judge gave them an additional appointment.

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50 SAYS THE TRUNK LINE SPIDER TO 
THE WESTERN FLIES. 


Roads West of Chicago Invited to Join the 
Central Traffic Association—The Allur- 
ing Offers of the Eastern Mauagers Not 
Likely to Be Accepted — Chairman 
Walker Must Decide Whether the 
„Gentlemen e Agreement Bas Not 
Been Violated. 


The managers of the roads between Chica- 
go and the Mississippi River have received 
from Chairman Blanchard of the Central 
Traffic Association a revised copy of articles 
of organization. Kr. Blanchard calis their 
attention to the new boundaries of the asso- 
ciation, which make tne northern line of 
Illinois and the course of the Mississippi 
River the northern and western bound- 
aries of the Central Traffic Associa- 
tion. The purpose of the managers of the 
Central Traffic Association roads in adopting 
this line was to ask the lines in Illinois to 
join the Central Traffic Associaton with 
such portions of their mileage as laid there- 
in, and a committee, of which Mr. E. F. 
Leonard of the Toledo, Peoria & Western 
road was made Chairman, was appointed for 
the purpose of asking the Western lines to 
become members of the organization. The 
reasons given by Mr. Blanchard why the 
lines in Lilinois east of the Mississippi River 
should become members of the Central Trat- 
fic Association are as follows: 

The suggested portion of the mileage of the 
IIlinois roads is not understood to be included in 
any of the traffic organizations. The through 
rates and rules of proceedure of the Central 
Trame Association and of the joint committee 
as well as the official classificat.on of the joiat 
committee operate in both directions as to 
through traffic over that part of the Illinois 
roads. Some of the lines competitive with 
them, as, for example, the Toledo, Peoria & 
Western to East Keokuk, the Wabash to East 
Hannibal, and the lines to Alton and Eust St- 
Louis, are members of the association. The lines 
between Chicago and the. Mississippi River 
which are benefited by the proceedure of the 
Central c Association pay no part of the 
cost thereof. The same lines have no voice in 
making any of the said through rates or rules, 
east or west bound, nor in determining the 
official classification. 

Applicable to all these leading heads, says 
Mr. Blanchard, are the following generaliza- 
uons: ' 

It was believed by the Central Traffic As- 
sociation Managers that the Illinois roads 
should have a voice, which will be an impor- 
tant one in determining the through rates 
and the changes therein, as, for illustration, 
the present rate on corn based on 20 cents 
per 100 pounds, Chicago to New York, wasa 
proper one to have been voted upon by 
the Illinois lines with the Central Traffic As- 
sociation lines, and their vote on the change 
of that rate would follow if they became 
members of the joint committee. In the 
same view the Illinois companies should now 
be represented on the official Classification 
Committee and on the committees of the Cen- 
traffic Association and joint committee, 
which deal with questions to and from the 
Mississippi River. The lines to the South- 
west bave a voice up to that river, but the 
lilinois companies north of there are without 
such vote. 

The purpose of this invitation, Mr. Blanch- 

says, is to have those lines avail them- 
seives of the opportunity to take part in the 
deliberations of the Central Traffic Associa- 
tion and committees, as scarcely any ques- 
tion now arises upon which the IIlinois com- 
panies are not interested, and touching 
which the action of the Eastern roads 
does not reach to and from the Mississippi 
River. Especially is this the case from the 
seaboard and interior trunk line territory 
and from the interior of the Middle States on 
current tariffs, but commodity tariffs are 
being made in which the IIlinois companies 
are directly interested and should have a di- 
rect voice. 

At the time the association was formed. 
says Mr. Bianchard, some of the lines west 
of Chicago were members, and in determin- 
ing important questions, which then arose, 
their counsel was sought and was Valuable. 
The changes wrought in the organizations of 
the various associations by the Inter-State 
law and by the discontinuance of pools sep- 
arated interests which itis the purpose of 
this invitation to reunite. * 

In extending this invitation, Chairman 
Blanchard finds it proper to state that there 
is no expense connected with the member- 
ship of the joint committee except that 
which the roads are already incurring and 
which attaches to the system ot inspection 
which these lines have all approved and 
which is producing good results. 

The gross expenses of the Central Traffic 
Association, exclusive of tho inspection 
bureau, is, according to Mr. Blanchard, about 
$75,000 per aunum, whichis apportioned on 
the gross earnings of the companies which 
are members thereof. In the case of the 
roads 1 ade of .Chicago, it 1s the opinion of 
Chairman Leonard as well as Chairman 
Blanchard, an exception will be made in this 
respect so that only that portion of their 
business which is joint with the Cen 
tral Traffic Association shall be charged with 
any part of the expenses. If that cannot be 
determined, Chairman Blanchard thinks a 
sufficient degree of uccuracy could be arrived 
at to agree on a specific amount per month to 
represent the same. In any event, he says, 
the expense would be so small that it would 
justify those roads in E should expense 
aione be considered. It is the opinion of the 
Central Traffic Association managers that 
the relations of their lines and the roads 
west of Chicago should be as satisfactory, 
and governed by rules as codéperative, as are 
their relations to the lines east of Buffalo, 
Pittsburg, etc., and that in the determina- 
tion of questions which reach from the 
Atlantic Ocean to the Mississippi River 
the roads west of Chicago .should not be 
longer without proper representation in the 
joint committee on all questions of rates. 
changes therein, classification, etc. This in- 
vitation, Mr. Blanchard says, includes u de- 
sire that the lines west of Cnicago be repre- 
sented in the passenger as well as the freight 
departments of the Central Traffic Assovia- 
tion. 

This,“ said a prominefit. Western man- 
ager when asked what he thought of tne 
proposition. reminds me of the old story of 
the ‘spider and the Fly.’ It is not the 
first time that the trunk-line spider 
has invited us into its parior. But 
we are rather too ‘fly’ to be caught in its 
web. For years the trunk lines ana Central 
Traffic Association roads have been anxious 
to get us to join them in a prorating arrange- 
ment to the Mississippi River instead of 
making Chicago and the Illinois State line 
the dividing line between tne Eastern and 
Western roads. Such an arrangement would 
be against the interests of Chicago and the 
lines west of Chicago would cut their own 
throats by going into it. It is nice of the 
Eastern managers to revise their agreement 
to suit our ideas, and we feel sorry that we 
2 avail ourselves of their kind invita- 

on.“ 


WALKER’S UNPLEASANT TASK. 


Have the Union Pacific and Northwestern 
Violated the Gentlemen's Agreement? 

The reply of the Presidents of the Union 
Pacific and Ohicago & Northwestern to the 
complaint of the Rock Island, Missouri Pa- 
cific, Santa Fé, and Milwaukee & St. Paul, 
charging them with violation of the gen- 
tlemen's agreement by having made an ex- 
clusive. traffic agreement between their com- 
panies, **which renders the association im- 
possible and imposes intolerable burdens.’’ 
published exclusively in yesterday’s Tris- 
UNE, formed the topicof discussion at a meet- 
ing of the Presidents of the roads in the 
* Gentlemen’s ”’ Association. It was 
the evident intention of Chuirman Walker 
when he solicited Presidents Adams and 
Hughitt to answer the complaint of the other 
reads in the association to relieve himself of 
the unpleasant task of deciding tne question 
whether by tneir action the Union Pacific 
and Northwestern had not forfeited their 
membership. The ingenious defense that 
Chairman Walker had no jurisdiction be- 
cause the agreement refers only to the acts 
of “subordinate officials’ which have dis- 
turbed or misquoted no rates, that the traffic 
agreement between the two companies affects 
in nO Way rates and the spirit and intent 
of the agreement, and that until they make 
rates and divisions at variance with those 
established by the associauon the complaint 
inst them cannot be entertained, was 

o discussed. The Presidents of the other 
roads did not intend to let the matter rest 
upon such an explanation. They made the 
complaint for the purpose of forcing Mr. 
Walker to decide whether those roads have 
not violated the agreement and farfeited 
their membership in the association. It was 
their intention to throw the blame for the 
dissolution of the association, which must 
necessarily follow th@events of the last few 
months. upon the shoulders of the Presi- 
dents of the Union Pacific and Northwestern. 
For this reason theyedeemed it necessary to 
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Resoived, That matter 4 to the

and for decision as to wbether the charge that the 
agreement has been violated is true, and he 
same the result of his investigation to the 

It is understood that the complaining roads 
must submit formal charges against the 
Union Pacific and Northwestern roads with- 
in the next five days, and that Chairman 
Walker must set a day for the hearingof the 
case within five days thereafter. Chairman 
Walker will then ve a reasonable time 
in which to render his decision. It is 
the desire of the complaining 
he should decide the case previous 
to the meeting of the Presidents in New 
York Jan. 14, 1890. Whether be will.do so is 
a matter of conjecture. The opinion is that 
he will avoid rendering a decision until that 
meeting has determined what is to become 
of the association. To give a decision previ- 
ous to that meeting would prove an addition- 
al theme of discord at that meeting and like- 
ly prevent harmonious action. That the as- 
sociation cannot be continued in its present 
shape is admitted by everybody. Presidents 
Adams and Hughittin their auswer to the 
complaint against them take oceasion to state 
that the Gentlemen's Association is of an 
exceedingly transitory nature and is likely 
to go out of existence at any time. Jay 
Gould in a recent interview stated that 
unless the agreement is revised and arbitra- 
tion made fina! be would not continue a mem- 
ber. Arbitration cannot be made final: so 
long as the auxiliary associations are allowed 
to remain in existence, because the roads in 
the latter associations which are not mem- 
bers of the Gentlemen's Association 
would have a great advantage over the roads 
in the latter association if these roads were 
bound to accept arbitration as final: The 
association, if continued, therefore, must ab- 
sorb the auxiliary associations, so as to place 
those roads which refuse to join the Gentle- 
men's Association in a position where war 
can be made upon them and be treated as 
outside roads. . 


A Car Famine in the East. 

New York, Dec. 17.—[{Special.|—The car 
famine in the West has reached the Eastern 
trunk lines. No accurate statistics could be 
obtained at any of the offices of the approxi- 
mate amount of freight offered that they 
were unable to handle, but it was learned 
froma leading New York receiver, whose 
connections make him an autuority on the 
subject, that between Buffalo aud New York 
the Erie road alone had between 4,000 and 
5,000 cars of freight offering that could not 
be moved on account of the scarcity of roll- 
ing stock and the limited terminal facilities. 
Between the New York Central.and West 
Shore lines it was estimated that fully 10,000 
cars of freight were waiting to be moved, of 
which, however, about 4,000 were destined 
from Boston and other Eastern cities. Flour 
forms an impC€rtant part of the detained 
freight, and a large amount of that is under 
contract for delivery this year. The railroad 
officials claim that they have now got the 
better of the trouble. Terminal facilities 
are, it is urged, almost as serious an element 
in the delay of freight as is the absence of 
cars. 


Mr. Cushing to Be Retired.

END OF I0WA’S RAILROAD LITIGATION. 


All Suits Soke alee e State Author- 
ities and the Roads, 

Des Mornas, Ia., Dec. 17.—[Special.]|—The 
long-drawn litigation between the railroads 
and the State of Iowa is over, There was a 
gene clearing up of the docket today, and 
by mutual concessions and common consent 
the railroads ana 1 overnot bach agreed 
to dismiss all pending suits and reach an 
amicable understanding. The railroads for 
their part dismiss each of the injunction 
suits which were brought ip the Federal 
Court. There were three of these brought, 
respectively, by the Chicago & Northwest- 
ern, the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, and 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul. The 
Rock Island and the Burlington, Cedar Rap- 
ids & Northern had brought injunction suits 
in the State courts, but these were dis missed 
some time ago. 

The State, for its part, dismisses each of 
the penalty suits which had been brought 
against the three roads. There were about 
forty of these suits. They were brought by 
the Attorney General, at the request of Gov. 
Larrabee, to punish the roads for alleged vi- 
olauons of the Railroad law passed by the 
last General Assembly. The suits were be- 
gun in the State courts, but had never been 
pressed to a conclusion. 

The Raiiroad Commissioners, for their 
part, agree to relieve the roads of further re- 
sponsibility for the bonds which they. were 
compelied to give in the injunction suits, 80 
that the effect is a general settlement of all 
the difficulties between the railroads and the 
State, and the war which has existed for the 
last two years is now over. 


RAN AWAY WITH ANOTHER MAN’S WIFE. 


The Charge Against a New York Book 
Agent, Once of Chicago. 

LANSING, Mich., Dec. 17.—(|Special.|—In 
November D. McNetton, a general agent for 
Ivison, Blakeman & Co., the New York 
school book publishers, came to Lansing ac- 
companied by a young woman whom he pre- 
sented as his wife.

NEW SCHEME FOR THE ATCHISON, 


A Suggestion from the Directors Which Is 
Not Generally Approved. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 17,—([Special.]—The 
Atchison directors have disclosed another 
stage in their reorganization plan, but wheth- 
er it will meet with the same generous sup- 
port that the others have is an open question 
now. This scheme calls upon the stockhoid- 
ers to deposit their certificates with the Bos- 
ton Safe Deposit ana Trust company, as- 
signed in favor of Messrs. George C. Ma- 
goun, Thomas Baring, Oliver W. Peabody, 
and John J. McCook, subject to an agree- 
ment that the title and voting power of such 
stock shall be vested in the gentiemen or their 
successors for ten years, or until July 1, 1900, 
stock trust certificates issuing by the Trust 
company in exchange for shares. Many of 
the larger stockhoiders here today were 
strong in their adverse criticisms upon the 
directors taking this course. Fear that 
Gould will get control of the road is said by 
many to be the real reasoa for this trust pro- 
po The total amount of Atchison bonds 
which have been deposited for exchange to 
date aggregate $137,000,000 out of the total of 
$145,000, which are included in the reor-

FUNERAL OF FRANKLIN B. GOWEN, 


Postmaster General Wanamaker in At- 
tendance—The Theory of the Shooting. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 17.—The remains 

of Franklin B. Gowen, the lawyer and finan- 
cier, whose tragic death in Washington 80 
startled the community, were deposited in 
the grave at Ivy Cemetery this morning. 
The funeral was strictly private. Among 
the friends who attended the services at the 
house Postmaster General Wanamaker, 
who came from Washington last evening. 
Mr. Wanamaker did not accompany the 
cortége to the cemetery. After the services 
at the house he took the train for Washing- 
ton. Before his departure Mr. Wanamaker 
was asked as to his opinion regarding the 
death of Mr. Gowen. 

„Well,“ said Mr. Wanamaker, it is hard 
to say. Mr. Gowen was a strong man men- 
taliy and physically, and when I last saw him 
a short time since there was nothing in his 
actions or conversation that would lead any 
one to believe he contemplated such an act. 
I can only account for it by supposing a mo- 
mentary aberration.”’

WASHINGTON NOT IN mon FAVOR. 


Opposition to {ts Claims in the Senate 
Com mittee—Chicago’s New Bill. 

Wasuinerton, D. C., Dec. 16.—[Special.]— 
The Select Committee of the Senate on the 
Quadricentennial Exposition met today, all 
the members being present. Seuator Dan- 
iel Opened the exercises with a resolution 
locating the Fairat Washington. This prop- 
osition met with considerable opposition 
and its consideration was indefinitely 
postponed. Then Senator Sherman offered 
a resolution declaring there should bea Fair. 
Senator Vest objected most strenuously, giv- 
ing notice that he would oppose any and all 
propositions contemplating heavy appropria- 
uons in support of a Fair. He said he in- 
tended to oppose any appropriation of that 
character and wanted to be so recorded. 
Senator Hawley maintained that foreign 
countries would not send exhibits nere 
unless the Government ruled the Fair 
and was responsible for the prizes. He told 
the committee it was generally supposed the 
stockholders in the Philadelphia Centennial 
had realized handsomely on their invest- 
ment. Such was not the case, he said; but, 
on the contrary, ovly 22 per cent of the 
one they had paid in was returned to them 
after the business of the centennial had been 
closed up. After this discussion the matter 
Was postponed until Jan. ¥, when represent- 
atives of tne cities desirous of securing the 
Fair will be invited to be present. 

The Chicago committeemen brought along 
the draft of a new bill which will be submit- 
ted tothe Legislative Committee and prob- 
ably take the place of the measure drawn up 
some months ago. The new bill nationalizes 
the matter as far as possible. It provides for 
ascertaining whether the city designated 
by Congress has actually $5,000,000 
raised for expenses. When this is 
determined satisfactorily a commission 
of five members at large is to be ap 
pointed by the President with nine alter- 
nates. There are also to be Commissioners 
from the States and Territories appdiuted by 
the Governors, and the municipality which 
has the Fair is to have a general committee 
of 100 stockholders representing it, A cor- 
poration is created out of these several rep- 
resentatives and the manner of organization 
is formulated in detatil. Practically the 
whole management of the Fair rests with 
this corporation, which thus represents tne 
National Government, the State and Terri- 
torial Governments, the municipality, and 
the stockholders. Financial aid by the Na- 
tuonai Government is not specified, but the 
. — are broadly laid tor making the 

xbosition a national event rather than a 
private enterprise. 

The representatives of the four cities com- 
peting for the World's Fair did not meet to- 
night, as was expected. Edwin Walker, 
Col. Davis, and Washington Porter of Chi- 
cago came in today to attend the conference, 
but late in the afternoon Mr. R. FP.

LORD SALISBURY’S VILLA. 

Lord and Lady Salisbury have been enter- 
taining Princess Mary and the Duke of Teck 
and Princess Victoria this week at Hatfield. 
At the end of January Lady Salisbury will 
go to the Riviera for a month to inspect the 
progress of the villa which Lord Salisbury 
is build:ng from his own plans on his beauti- 
ful property—Beaulieu—which he purchased 
last year and which is to be ready for occu- 
pation next autumn. 

CABINET CHANGES, 

The Gladstonian organs usually at this 
period of the year take to the occupation of 
reconstructing the Ministry.

He intends to 
pass a land bill which will suck the life out 
of agrarian discontent and establish 
a system of local government which 
Will ve a healthy feld for 
the | activities of the peopie. Hay- 
ing done these things Mr. Balfour may leave 
the Irish office for a greater official place 
which he has so well won. The only basis of 
truth in the rumors lies in the willingness 
and desire of Lord Salisbury to have Lord 
Hartington associated with tim. There is 
no secret in this. The Prime Minister has 
constantly avowed it. But Lord Hartington 
still thinks that he best serves the common 
cause by acting as a stolid external support 
to the Goverament. He thinks it of univer- 
sal importance that the Liberal-Unionist or- 
ganizations should be maintained, and that it 
should never be open to Mr. Gladstone to say 
that the sole supporters of the vnion are the 
Tories. 

MR. GLADSTONE'S LIBRARY. 
In spite of all the assertions made by the 


Gladstonians as to the interest taken by Mr. } 


Gladstone in politics at this moment tne fact 
is that he 1s much more interested in a new 
library he is building at Hawarden than in 
avy political question. The house to contain 


| his books is an iron one, will. held 16,000 vol- 


umes, and is to be divided into several small 
rooms so that those who wish to use it for 
reading or study may have piaces where they 
ean be undisturbed. Mr. Gladstone is also 
arranging bis letters and papers, and intends 
what he can allow to be read publicly to be 
placed in the library. It is said that he is 
much astonished at the way in which Mr. 
Parnell behaved about his visit to Hawarden. 
The visit was arranged by a thira person, and 
the day, hour, and train were arranged. A 
carriage was sent to the station to meet the 
Irish leader, who, however, neither came nor 
sent an apology. 
THE GAS-STOK ERS STRIKE. 

The zeal and activity with which the po- 
lice are acting in the case of the gas-stokers’ 
strike are due to the direction of the Cabinet 
itself. The Prime Minister receivea many 
complaints that during the dockers’ strike 
the police made no effort to prevent violence 
and intimidacion. He and his colleagues 
were determined that the mistake should not 
be repeated; that if illegal violence had been 
suppressed in Ireland it should equally be 
put down in Engiano. There can be no 
doubt that if the gas-stokers had been al 
lowed to behave as the dockers did it would 
have been difficult to get now hands into the 
works, The firmness of the police fairly 
baffied the threats and curses of the gangs 
of pickets which waylaid all roads to the 
Works. 

ROW IN THE CONSERVATIVE CLUB. 

A storm in something more than a teacup 
is just now raging at the Conservative Club. 
A good many compbiaints have reached the 
committee from time to time of what may be 
termed, putting it mildly, the unclubable 
conduct and demeanor of an old gentieman, 
for many years amem ber, whose name savors 
of one of our sister kingdoms, and the com- 
mittee have thought it right to set out in 
writing the particulars of two of these com- 
plaints, which, framed and giazed, now dec- 
orate the center-tabie of the morning-room, 
“it being considered,” to use their own 
words, necessary in the interests of the

COMPROMISED Tus “TIMES.” 

Mr. Robertson Nicoll's life of Mr. James 
MacDonnell, who was at the time of his death 
leader writer on the Times, throws some in- 
teresting hght on Mr. Delane’s relations with 
the contributors. Mr. MacDonnell was in 
1876 writing articles on the Eastern ques uon. 
He 9 Mr, Gladstone’s views, and 
while Mr. Delane was away in Scotland 
wrote an article strongly committing the 
paper to that side of the question.

tteries May Be Illegal but That Is No 

\ Excuse for the Wrongful Possession of a 

' Winning Ticket—Judge Horton Decides 

a Novel Divorce Law Quéstion of Con- 

siderable Importance—Legal Notes of 
Interest—The Kecord—The Call. 


Judge Jamieson decided yésterday that Jacob 
Baar of Grand Haven, Mich., was not entitled to 
$10,000 drawn in a Mexican lottery on a ticket 
bought by Eugene Row!son, who died two days 
before the ticket drew the money. Baar was his 
partner and appropriated the ticket. When the 
heirs sought to enjoin Wells, Fargo & Co. from 
paying the money Baar set up the plea that lot- 
teries being illegal in Illinois the heirs were not 
entitled to maintain their action. Judge Jamie- 
son overruled his demurrer. 

As well might a defaulter defend on the 
ground that the money embezzled was won by 
his employer at cards or on a borse race, said 
the Judge. “‘ The purchase of the lottery ticket 
and the payment of the prize appear simply as 
explaining the source from which the money was 
received, but because lotteries are illegal the 
law does not authorize the theft of the prizes. 
The money does not belong to Baar and he has 
no right to appropriate it, no matter from what 
source it springs.” Baar will appeal. 


A Novel Divorce Law Point. 

An unusual question of divorce law was de- 
cided yesterday by Judge Horton. Mrs. Delilah 
Bolander, so called, is suing Thomas J. Bolander 
for an annuilment of her common-law marriage 
in 1882, claiming to be entitled to a divorce, not- 
withstanding the fact he married Deborah Kil- 
gore in 1867 and is undivorced. The court decided 
that as a matter of law a man already married, 
as was Bolander, could contract a common-iaw 
marriage with a woman, which entitled her to 
an annullment if the second wife was deceived 
as to the existence of the first wife. The court’s 
logic was that by tne divorce statate a second 
wife was entited to a divorce for bigamy where a 
ceremonial marriage had taken place, and in the 
Boumaos case the Appellate Court decided that 
for the purposes of jaw a common-law marriage 
was the same as a ceremorial one, Hence the 
court held the second wife was entitled to a di- 
vorce if she —— the marriage. The point has 
never been directly decided before.

Neu York World Cable.) 


Maprip, Dec. 16.—I had a conversation to- 


day with Don Emilio Castelar, the greatest 
living Spanish orator, about the Brazilian 
revolution. I was received in the same 
rooms that he occupied fifteen years ago 
when I saw him last, and when as President 
of the Republic he ruled over the destinies 
of Spain. 

“The Brazilian revolution,” sai Sefior 
Castelar, has created an enormous impres- 
sion in Spain. Though we knew that it must 
happen some day or otherit came on us at 
last as a compiete surprise. I was in France 
when the news first arrived and I at once 
started for Madrid. ; 

“We are delighted that the Republic came 
so swiftly and that the movement was so 
successful. Yet in the present state of af- 
fairs in Europe this suddenness bears with it 
the threat of danger to the cause of democ- 
racy. Itis not prudent that the great con- 
servative States of the north of Europe 
should be alarmed by the sudden burst of 
democratic republicanism, for if any great 
disturbance of the status quo were to result 
from the influence of events in Brazil mon- 
archical governments, especially Germany, 
might make it an excuse for attacking 
France, which is the center of democratic 
inspirations. 

“That is why I hurried home to use my in- 
fluence in modifymg and calming public 
opinion in Spain. There is certainly an in- 
fection in the example set by Brazil, for the 
natuonal impulse on the part of all Liberais 
is to move rapidly in the direcwon of a repub- 
lic. But therein lies the danger. The ardént 
and impulsive are for going forward at once, 
taking advantage of the profound impressions 
created on the public mind, overturning exist- 
ing order, and reéstablishing the repubuc. 

GREAT ALARM IN sUROPE. 

No doubt this could be done without vio- 
lence. But would it be wise? Tne immedi- 
ate effect of the proclamation of a republic 
at Madrid would be the overthrow of the 
Portuguese monarchy. That is certain; but 
at monarchies might be 
disastrous. With France, Spain, and Portu- 
gal established as republics, che durauon of 
the Kingdom of Italy would not be long. The 
effect of tne Brazilian revolution has 
caused great alarm at Rome, and the 
lishment of three republics in Europe would 
in all probability decide tae German Gov- 
ernment to declare war at once to prevent so- 
cial revolution from overwhelming the Ger- 
man Empire. 

„»The French Republic would be held re- 
sponsible for the spread of democratic ideas. 
A terrible war might begin which might de- 
stroy ail that has been gained and throw us 
back for generations. Now we must have 
peace. Our triumph must be effected by ar- 
gument and discussion; then the result, 
tnough perhaps slow, will be certain and 
manent. 
ties we have won by encouraging an excite- 
ment which might provoke reaction at home 
and expose Europe to horrible war.“ 

“Then you admit that s has been 
made under the existing form of government 
in Spain!“ 

Progress! Enormous, splendid progress 
has been made in political liberty during the 
last fifteen years. Lea, p 80 astonish- 
ing that itis almost incredible. I have no 
hesitation in saying that now, under the ex- 
isting régime, Spain is the freest country in 


Europe.”
